04 (H)Sqn (Firebirds), the oldest and the most decorated 
Helicopter Sqn of the Air Force was resurrected on 
[3 Sep 10. Raised on 25 Mar 54 at Palam with the Sikorsky 
55 as their mounts, the squadron continued to evolve from 
flight to squadron and subsequently flew Bell 47 G, Mi-4, 
he ATGM equipped Chetak and finally converting to the 
arsome Mi-35 which it flies to this day. Having 
participated in all military operations since 1962, the 
squadron was the first amongst Helicopters to receive the 
coveted Presidential Colours on 08 Nov 88. After rendering a 
yeoman service to the nation for 50 years, the Firebirds were 
deployed in the Democratic Republic of Congo from 
February 04 furthering the cause of peace and national pride 
In what is seen as the longest deployment overseas by any 
squadron of the Air Force (2005-2010) the mere presence of 
the Firebirds was reason enough for the hostile elements to 
melt away. Having played a major part in the transition to 
peace, theFirebirds returned to their lair in September 10.

The 
route from the 
nearest established 
Drop Zone (DZ) Benazir was full of crevasses and the weight 
and volume of stores necessitated a drop by Mi-17 helicopter. 
The drop zone elevation corresponded to the ultimate 
pertormance limit of the Mi-17 Helicopter. The safety margins 
were minimal and the onset of summers could further deteriorate 
the helicopter's performance. Realising the importance of the 
work, aircrew of 130 HU selected an optimal weight and volume 
so as to enable a safe drop at the Chaman DZ which would 
become the highest DZ in the Operation Meghdoot sector. Thus, 
once again a difficult task was accomplished in four consecutive 
sorties on 28 Apr 11. Carrying out a drop at 19800 ft /6 Km, all the 
stores were delivered with utmost professionalism. 130 HU AF 
known as Condors' has been carrying out operations like these in 
the area since its inception.

Ji JT-058 and JS-117 were damaged in the year 2010 
while operating from 9 Wg AF. The rebuilding task 
included activities like removal /installation of rear fuselage 
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Rebuilding of Jaguar [T-058 Aircraft 
and main plane and complex repair of F1 fuel tank. All these 
activities are beyond the scope of second line servicing and 
were undertaken by a combined team from HAL and IAF. The 
activities were time critical because of runway resurfacing 
being in progress at 9 Wg AF. Requisite jointmanship was 
instrumental in successful rebuilding of these two aircraft in 
record time. Both the aircraft were successfully ferried out well 
before the expected PDC with good team work.

T-057 Jaguar aircraft was damaged due to fire during ground 
run. The aircraft was required to be dispatched to HAL 
Bengaluru for repair / rectification.

It was decided to airlift the same by IL-76.The task 
became complex owing to runway resurfacing at 9 Wg AF, 
since IL-76 could not land at the base. This entailed road 
transportation of the Jaguar with landing gear to 12 Wg AF for 
further air transportation. It was the first time in IAF that a 
Jaguar was transported by road by 9 Wg AF. To check the 
longitudinal and lateral movement of the aircraft during the 
travel, a special metal housing was fabricated. This metal 
housing was made with one inch thick metal plate and was 
welded with the surface of the trailer.

Dahiya, the man behind the mission,"Sir, I am on the summit". 
With this, the lady officers of the IAF conquered the highest 
peak in the world. Within minutes she was followed by Cpl 
Raju Sindhu. Together they hoisted the Tricolour and the IAF 
flag on Sagarmatha' the Mount Everest. The daunting spirit of 
eleven member team of IAF lady officers continued when on 25

FLOOD RELIEF IN NORTH-
